ON THE APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTORS OF COAL MINES. 
TO THE RIGHT HONORABLE SIR GEORGE GREY, M P., HER MAJESTY’S 
PRINCIPAL SECRETARY OF £TATE FOR THE HONE DEPARTMENT. 
(Concluded from last week's Mining Journal.} 

‘And the education of all parties engaged in this dangerous branch of 
commercial enterprise.” Does not this recommendation imply that the 
coalowners and scientific viewers, a8 well ga the colliers, need the assist- 
ance of pedagogues? If not, I am unable to understand the force and 
meaning of the English language. If the evidence before the committee 


justifies such an inference, and I have no doubt it does, then I would fain 
ask what becomes of the plea—the only plea which can have the slightest 
claim to consideration—that pre eminence in science justifies the appoint- 
ment of the present managers of collieries as Government Inspectors, with 
a salary of $007, per annum? Pre-eminent in science, indeed! Believe 
no such unfounded declaration, Sir George ; it is a falsehood which can- 
not impose upon those who have leisure to examine, but may possibly 
make an impression, through the intriguing representations of colossal 
fortune-making interest of the House of Commons, on the minds of those 
similarly situated to yourself, engaged in the discharge of public duties 
of the highest moment, If your onerous duties would admit of your exa- 
mination of the evidence before the committee, I could direct you to its 
pages, where the simplest scientific truths and principles have been con- 
founded by the scientific viewers, Mr, Wood and Mr. Elliott, manifesting 
a feebleness of scientific power deplorable in the extreme. Science, un- 
happily, has no charm for these gentlemen, further than a superficial ac- 
quisition of its earliest pages can adorn and add a dignity to their unhal- 
lowed proceedings, in accumulating wealth at the expense of degrading 
their neighbour to a position worse than that of the South African Bush- 
man, I am not afraid of this being controverted, and I can state also, 
with perfect freedom, that the working colliers have a great respect for 
science, and its more than magical applications to the industrial arts; and 
its cultivators, too, emenguh thelr own class, are held by them in the 
highest estimation ; and it is often a source of deep regret to them that 
their employers should manifest so little sympathy for the progress and 
further development of scientific truth, by not encouraging its cultivation 
amongst the men they employ. Much as the colliers lament the absence 
of s¢ience amongst those whose business it is to superintend the active 
operations of the coal mine, still they cannot deem it wise, judicious, or 
expedient, to adopt the measure which has been suggested by a few, of 
supplying so desirable an adjunct through the medium of mining schools 
and colleges, with costly fees, which must prohibit the sons of the collicr, 
whose interests are vitally concerned. No system, Sir, will be successful 
in introducing science to practice which is not in simultaneous connection 
with the work as actually developed in practice. If I am correctly in- 
formed, this great truth is being now recognised by the Board of Admi- 
ralty, in raising and stimulating self-moved industry, instead of educating 
at a great expense a particular class of gentlemen's sons to fill the highest 
positions of trust and responsibility in the civil departments of naval archi- 
tecture. Hence, we frequently hear of common shipwrights’ sons being 
appointed, after passing a good examination, to positions in which their 
talents, industry, and good conduct, will be of great benefit to the public 
service, The introduction of science to practical coal mining, by means 
of men educated similarly to those destined for the bar, the ulpit, or the 
senate, has no advocate in sound policy, or judicious appreciation of the 
educational advancement of the collier, If science is to be made useful, 
it must not be like the ‘inky cloak, customary suits of solemn black, 
windy suspiration of forced breath, fruitful river in the eye,” of Hamlet, 
Prince of Denmark: no, it must be something “ within which passeth 
shew.” It must be induced in those who are engaged in the performance 
of the sacred duties of labour; it must come from within, and not from 
without. Sir, if you are desirous to legislate for the benefit of the many, 
and not for the exclusive privilege of a money-getting clique—if you are 
ambitious of the character of a great and honest statesman—if you are 
anxious to secure the blessings, prayers, and homage of a million colliers 
—if you are solivitous to promote the prize system now being successfully 
prosecuted in South Staffordshire, and which is pregnant with joyous re- 
sults for the future—then, Sir, you must not allow the present opportunity 
of realising these desirable objects to pass unimproved, as the bill now before 
Parliament will enable you to introduce measures which will stimulate the 
education of the colliers, and diffuse the elements of. sound knowledge 
amongst them in such a manneras to be useful in the successful development 
of improvements. As an encouragement to toil, Sir George, I trust you 
will come to this conclusion—to allow the appointment of Goyernment 
Inspevtors to be the result of examination on certain special and admitted 
useful subjects, and that no candidate shall be deemed eligible who has 
not come through the purifying channels of labour, If this course be 
adopted, it will do more to educate the mining population, and produce 
officient supervision, than all the normal and miningschools inthe kingdom. 
; There is, Sir, another circumstance connected with the colliers, to which 
it is painful to my feelings to refer, and that is the grave charges which 
have beon preferred against them by the Government Inspectors of Coal 
Mines, schools, and the middle-class capitalist. They have been charac- 
terised as trifling with the lives of their marrows, as grossly ignorant, and 
living without those restraints which religion and good sense alike impose. 
I must confess that this is an enigma which perplexes me in the extreme, 
as [am unable to comprehend any good which is likely to result from 
such calumnious charges, except it is to effect the connection of some 
broken link in the chain of low, moneyed despotism, which is fast be- 
coming the curse of our once happy island. ‘These charges are frequently 
preferred on the most frivolous grounds which can well be imagined, and 
1 declare my conviction that the character of the colliers is not safe in the 
hands of their acquisitive employers. 
In the Mining Journal of the 28th of April, page 267, there are the de- 
tails of a caso which strongly illustrates the position of the collier with 
his heartless aceusers, As too great publicity cannot be given of the party 
concerned in the defence, I will simply state that a collier named Briggs, 
whilst Somending 8 coal pit belonging to Mr. Netherwood, Tunstall Hill 
Culliery, Staffordshire, ‘ was = hoisted up the shaft, and threwn 
out of the top with great violence, and his skull was fractured.” For 
this injury, Briggs brought an action against Mr. Netherwood to recover 
50/. damages—slight compensation for so great a loss—which was argued 
before the Hon. R. G. Temple, at the Court of the Hants District. Sir, 
the defendant in this case, in exhibiting his envenomed and malignant 
feelings towards the plaintiff, charges him with a moral delinquency, and 
urges it on the attention of the Court, as a reason why the poor col- 
lier should not receive the amount of his cluims ascompensation, To this 
unjust accusation the upright Judge replies: —‘ There can be no doubt 
that this has been a most serious injury—fearful in its nature and conse- 
quences: the fracture of the skull—the affection on the brain and eye- 
sight—and still doubtful how far it may be permanent, so far as to dis- 
able the man from safely following his calling asa collier. I was sorry 
at the attempt to introduce into this case a reflection upon the conduct of 
the plaintiff since the accident—in the way of intemperance. I think such 
evidence entirely failed; and; upon the whole, I think the plaintiff full 
entitled to the amount claimed—viz., 50/7,” This fact of the wamatontl 
treatment of the collier, by those unfeeling capitalists who employ him, is 
only selected as being the last which has come to my notice : - ee are 
others to which I could direct your attention, but I think, Sir George, you 
will agree with me in the conclusion that this is sufficient to show the 
animosity and hostile feelings which characterise the conduct of the coal 
owners towards their unfortunate colliers.. The absurdity and untruth- 
fulness of the sweeping inductions of Messrs. Walker and Sons, in the 
Times of the 5th of April, were fully exposed in my letter in this Journal 
of the 5th of May. Can any reasonable man feel the least surprise, with 
the above facts before him, that the coal owners and their agents possess 
not the slightest moral influence over the men they employ. . This is not 
all, Sir George: they have not only no power over them, but there is a 
growing feeling of discontent, which will, I fear, ere long manifest itself 
in a more tangible reality than present circumstances would appear to in- 
dicate. Tell me not of the shortcomings of the aristocracy: they are mild 
in comparison with the character and consequences of those transactions 
which avarice and cupidity impose upon the capitalist to execute, whose 
Ne fearful to acknowledge, seems to be the accumulation of the 
ity. If universal suffrage were proclaimed to-morrow, 
orduy wo oP cre paar oar: sigalner wise I feel cer- 
ykmen of England would rally round the standard of honour- 
ourables, lords, marquises, and dukes, rather than unite

their sympathies with the unfeeling capitalist, in his present attitude to- 
wards labour. Without expressing a decided opinion with respect to the 
morality of the means adopted by the great mass of the fortune-makers of 
this age and country, it may be instructive to advert slightly to one or 
two circumstances, which, if found correct, passeth all knowledge. By 
taking a cursory glance at the great business mart of England, it will not 
be-difficult to recognise two great divisions among the people, one of which 
may be called the creative, and the other the distributive function of the 
industrial calculus. ‘The creative consists of the most intellectual, and 
of course is the least supplied with the luxuries of life; while the distri- 
butive, by the exercise of a little cunning, manages td collect all thut is 
desirable of the material to constitute happiness. The establishment of 
trade and commerce, to be suécessful, has rendered necessary the develop- 
ment of anomalies which are difficult to harmonise with the bright and 
glowing principles of Holy Writ: to buy in the cheapest and sell in the 
dearest market is a commercial aphorism, which places oné man in a con- 
tinual state of defence against the aggressions of his neighbour; and he is 
sure to be outwitted and inveigled if he relaxes in his watchfulness but in 
the estimation of a hair’s breadth. Is this not somewhat akin to the vo- 
racious shark, which preys unmercifully on the lesser fish, and keeps them 
in a state of constant alarm, with a view, if possible, to elude the devour- 
ing jaws of their relentless pursuer? Thisis surely bad enough, but what 
can be said with respect to the unfortunate creative, who having spent his 
efforts and last resources in order to realise some new improvement or 
cherished scheme, finds that necessity impels him to wend his weary steps 
to the bill-broker, who gives a partial relief in return for a per-centage, 
which ultimately dashes the unfortunate with greater violence to commet- 
cial destruction. It is not uncommon for bill-brokers to realise princely 
incomes per annum entirely by the misfortunes of their fellow men, and 
then contribute eight or ten thousand a year to Christian institutions, fo 
purchase, indeed, the approbation of Him who had not where to lay his 
head. Howsuch anomalies can be reconciled 1 know not, and shall, there- 
fore, leave them to the tender consciences of those to whom they are ap- 
plicable. Oh, tell me not of the delinquencies of the man of toil, by which 
he cannot hope to become rich, while such striking moral monstrosities 
exist in the system to which it is said that England owes her true great- 
ness, ‘frade and commerce are, no doubt, real and substantial blessings 
to any country, if they are developed and sustained on correct Christian 
principles of reciprocity ; but when they are fostered by intrigue, cu- 
pidity, and avarice, with a view to accumulate sordid wealth, then I con- 
tend that such a system should receive the consideration of every enlight- 
ened legislator. If trade cannot be carried on, and wealth acquired, with- 
out the sacrifice of every principle dear to a Christian, then England will 
be happier and greater without commerce than with it. Rome, Tyre, and 
Carthage, fell by their own colossal accumulation of wealth, which neu- 
tralised the better and nobler feelings of man’s higher nature, and en- 
feebled his physical and moral perceptions. It is awful to contemplate, 
Sir George, that young men should be educated and drilled to business, 
for the express purpose of artfully playing upon the weak and uninitiated, 
in the shape of driving an unjustifiable bargain, and the selling of articles 
of apparel and consumption at unreasonable prices. 

Tf trade and commerce are toregulate the destinies of this mighty country, 
some system should be propounded by the wisdom of the Legislature to 
insure, as far as possible, that intelligence in its highest sense, not cunning, 
shall be simultaneous with the accumulation of wealth. The facilities for 
acquiring riches by the mere distribution or barter of the necessaries and 
luxuries of life should be very much diminished, and physical and intel- 
lectual labour better rewarded; then neither the cultivated in mind nor 
the honest and upright operatives would be shocked so frequently as they 
now are by the monstrous incongruities of great wealth and ignorance, the 
examples of which abound in our mercantile populations. If I have said 
anything in condemnation of the conduct of the capitalists in their con- 
nection with labour, I should wish most anxiously to exclude such indi- 
viduals as the Messrs. Bagnall, of Wednesbury, Staffordshire. I hope 
these noble hearted men will have their reward in the prayers, blessings, 
and gratitude, not only of their own men, but all engaged in industrial 
labour ; this will raise a monument more enduring than Cwsar’s victories, 
Pompey’s pillar, or Trajan’s column, to the noble and Christian efforts of 
these godlike men. Surely Messrs. Bagnall’s bright and glorious example 
will speak to the coal and ironmasters of South Staffordshire in unmis- 
takeable accents—‘‘ Go and do thou likewise.”

WORKING COLLIERIES—“ BUTTY-COLLIERS,” &c. 


Srr,—In last Saturday’s Journal there is a letter, signed Thomas Fennell, minér, 
Holly Hall, near Dudley, deploring the custom of employing ‘‘ butty-colliers,” in 
which there is much truth, but mixed up rather too strongly with hasty conjecture. 


For instance, the writer says, truly enough, ‘‘ Masters might do worse than consider 
whether a reform is not now needed in the manner of getting coal; the present plan 
is not a good one.” Now, on this score, I fancy there will not be much difference of 
opinion, either among masters or colliers; but as regards the observation that ‘“If 
masters would look more to their men, and less to the butty, things would be a déal 
different to what they are,” Mr. Fennel appears to jump toa asty conclusion. There 
can be no doubt but things would be very “different” to what they now are, but it 
is quite absurd to suppose an iron or coalmastcr could give bis personal attention to 
—say, only 30 or 40 men, or depend with any degree of certainty or satisfaction upon 
the manner and amount of labour they may choose to perform; here is a good and 
sufficient answer to the postulate on the side of the master. 

Other objections to the appointment of ‘ butties” are stated to be, ** First, they 
are one means of keeping masters and men at a distance; and, secondly, they seem 
to think that masters cannot carry on their works without their services.” Now, this 
may be all very true, for no doubt it is the interest of the butties to create a gap, hs 
it were, between masters and men, from which much evil may, and often does, ori. 
ginate. The second objection is a point for the consideration of the masters alone, 
who find the custum one of convenience, as well as necessity, under the present sys- 
tem of things, and no doubt they will continue the practice until working companits 
of colliers, miners, &c., can be instituted, upon the labour, skill, and integrity of the 
members of which companies the masters can place a safe dependence, Then we 
should hear no more of strikes, or lachrymose complaints of the “ feastings and spree- 
ings” of butties or others, at the expense of the ‘** poor man’s labour.” 

Some five or six years ago you were kind enough to insert in your Journal severhl 
letters of mine on the subject of ‘* Working Companies of Colliers, Miners, &c.,” 
wherein it was proposed to organise any number of men, from 30 up to 200 or q 
who should raise coal or mineral, or produce any other results, by eontract, somewhht 
in the manner now practised with butties and their men (I say ‘* their men,” for the 
butties are, to all intents and purposes, the masters) ; with, however, this materipl 
difference, the whole of the earnings of each particular working company should 
equitably apportioned between the several ‘‘members”’ of the concern, according to 
the rank or class of the different individuals upon the books or roll of the company, 
which ‘* ranks and classes” were to be determined by vote of the respective members 
themselves, or of a ‘‘ committee” of them—say, nominally or otherwise, as may be 
agreed ; and all operations were to be conducted under a staff of officials, also 
appointed by vote of ‘‘members.”” And each working company and its several mem- 
bers were to be made erable to the coal or ironmaster for the proper working of 
the mines, &c., committed to their care, quarterly, half-yearly, or annually, under 
well-defined working leases, and be subject to the inspection of bow bl other agents, 
to be appointed and paid by the masters, to see that the working of the several mines, 
&c., were properly and satisfactorily carried on. 

Now, until miners and colliers, who at present of necessity are obliged to submit to 
the butty system of working — all the evils to which Mr. Fennel alludes, and whi¢h 
amounts simply to the “* truc tem”) will agree to work honestly together, for 
here is the root of the evil, and fairly divide the money proceeds of their labour upon 
the equitable principles above referred to, they must rest content to let things go on 
as usual, for no large coal or ironmaster could in reason expected to encumber 
himself with the overseership of gangs of men who, as experience has too often shown, 
hesitate not to take ever: vantage that may present itself, not only against their 
employers, but against their fellow-workmen, individually or collectively, as the case 
may be. Until, therefore, workmen will honestly pull together in the manner here 
referred to, and be just to themselves and their employers, they must submit to the 
iron rule of buttyism, as an unavoidable necessity of their present worldly condition, 
in the best manner they can. 

As to the observations about masters giving their men “fair play,” they are im- 
plications having a tendency to widen the “‘ gap” between employers and the e 
ployed to a much greater extent than the butty system of working. Turn the tabl 

say let the men give the masters fair play, and a thousand tongues would be im- 
mediately in full cry against such an irrita insinuation. If workmen would sa- 
crifice selfish passions, and endeavour to systematise themselves into honest workin 
pomipenten, such as masters may with confidence depend upon, it would be as mue! 
the interest of masters as of men that fair play should be fully carricd out.

ommon enough, and stiffidiently well known to most mineralogists, most museums hay. 
ite specimens. If Dr. Collyer can obtain the gold contained many such telluriferoy, 
matters by mere washing, then it would ¢xist as metallic gold; but as that is impo. 
sible, we must fain admit, however mach it may be against all ordinarily conceived 
notions, that the gold does not exist in the metallic state; and, as I have elsewhery 
stated, sulphur having so much more affinity for gold than tellurium and sulphur, 
compounds of tellurium and gold are tommon. J cannot at all see why we may 
have sulphur compounds of gold, iron, &c. ‘ 

Mr, Hopkins stiil seems to doubt the fact of fine gold existing in certain loca 
that such is the exception and not the rule, I admit; but as the results in quest 
were obtained by my own experiments, I can only leave the matter as it is, notwith. 
standing the doubting.

>A ENGLISH GOLD MINING. 


Six,—Mr. Hopkins has attacked gold mining in England and Wales, and is evi. 
dently vexed with the subject, like a person who has taken up a knot, positively de. 
claring he could untie it, but, finding the intricacies more than he could manage, first 
finds fwult with the rope, then with the tying, and at last rails at the knot itself, | 
shall not dwell upon the ingratitude of such an attack, coming from one who benefited 
by the subject when it was in faxhion, and even supported it by selling his process to 
several companies, but shall confine myself to contradicting those statements in which 
Mr Hopkins is mistaken. 

In the first place, he says that gold is often detected so abundantly as to throw the 
foreign gold mines into the shade. Such is not the case ; for any results! haveseea 
that might be relied upon fall short of the produce of many of the foreign gold mines, 

Again, be says that gold has been found of 24 carats fineness. No gold isever found 
in nature of that fineness, not even the purest gold from Australia, with which some 
of the sampies used to be sprinkled when the English gold frauds were getting up, 
The purest gold that is found has its origin from the decomposition of felspathie 
rocks containing no other metals, or only those which have no affinity for gold, as pis. 
tinum, iron, ard tin. 

Mr. Hopkins says, that ‘‘it appears necessary to send a parcel of quartz, or ores 
alleged to contain gold, to foreign establishments to be tested. Such does not seem 
likely to-be the case, when I have been employed to assay samples from néarly all the 

aying gold mining establishments in the world, and have at this moment in my la- 
oo bre 13 samples from the Brazils, 7 from Virginia, 34 from California, 18 from 
South Australia, 5 from Germany, and a sample has found its way to my office, ia 
spite of the blockade, from one of our enemy’s distant territories—viz., Siberia, All 
these have to be tested immediately for the precious metals, and I may venture to say 
that I think I should not be ey gy” if any of tbe establishments from which they 
came had sufficient confidence in the exactness of their own results.

PALMER’S PATENT SHIP-PROPELLER. 


S1r,—In reference to an article which appeared in your Journal of the 28th April, 
respeeting this invention, I think it desirable to call your attention to the various- 
shaped screws in use, which any casual observer may readily perceive on walking 
round any docks in this kingdom, some of which appear to partake of the most op- 
posite figures in character. I have a model of a screw, the blades or fans of which 
are wide near the centre and tapering towards the extremities, which are perched, as 
it were, ona large ball, through which the shaft from the engine passes with another ; 
the blades or fans are small near the centre, and increase in width to their extremi- 
ties, which terminate with squarish corners. To enumerate the variety of figures 
in this instance for the purpose of screw-propelling is out of the question, but if any 
of your readers would wish to have some idea of them they could easily refer to one 
of the printed lists, which would show them the engravings of some scores, 
mode of wee these figures appears to me to be as various as the figures themselves, 
some being worked at great velocity, and some the contrary, all of which cause a 
considerable strain to the ship when under sail without steam, from their disinclina- 
tion to revolve by the natural current of water when disconnected from the machi- 
nery for that purpose. As much has been said and written respecting the screw as a 
fas mead for ships, I think it might be desirable for marine engineers, and all persons 
nterested in steam navigation, to take the liberty of considering the subject for them- 
selves, as I cannot agree with any of the writings I have perused on screw-propelling, 
which, perhaps, you will not wonder at, from the above remarks, 

I have various ways of testing the propelling power of screws, and find that this 
smoke jack figure possesses much more than any other of the same diameter, with 
the advantage of freely revolving when not required as a propeller: it also works 
more kindly than others, which is partly owing to the work it may have to do, being 
divided between four blades in place of two fans, and partly from the angular position 
of the blades, which may easily be imagined by the ready inclination a model has to 
revolve on a wire by a mere breath of air, whereas others, under the same circum. 
stances, will scarcely move. 

If a less powerful propeller were desired at a distant port, or in a calm from want 
of fuel, one or more of the blades might be withdrawn, by undoing a small bolt and 
screw just above the water’s edge. By this invention the cause of the slip of the 
screw, as it is called, that has puzzled many persons, is clearly defined and prevented, 
and also the shaking that many screws give to the stern of the ship, which, besides 
the unpleasant motion, must necessarily strain the parts adjoining. 

Having given you a tolerable outline of the most perfect figure I find for the pur- 
pose of propelling, the next point for consideration is how and at what velocity it 
should be used, a subject I will embrace in my next letter. Epwarp PALMER.

RESIDENT DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Vaucluse Mine, Wilderness, Virginia, April 4.—I have thought it better to send my 
remarks on the state of this mine, to accompany the tracings, distinct from those on 
other matters. 

Sovrn Wurm-Suarr.—The plat is 13 fms. 2 ft., but the shaft 4 fms. 3 ft. 6 in. deeper. 
In the present levels, west of the shaft, there is an endless supply of ore, ascertained from 
drifts now driving on the vein, and from outcrop. This ore is of good quality, contain- 
ing gold, sulphuret of iron, copper, and lead; it is generally hard blasting ground. It 
would be advisable hereafter to sink this shaft, and prove the ground by cross-cuts, at a 
10 fm. level lower than the present level, by which the veins outcropping at a consider- 
able distance south would be struck. This, however, will cause additional expense in 
working, as the plant for raising water, ore, &c., must be increased and strengthened, 
ang so much ore could not be raised from a depth of 23 fins, 2 ft. as from 13 fms. 2 ft. 
by the same force, It will be observed that no exploration has been made to the east of 
the shaft. I suggest the expediency of cross cutting in that direction, as from surface 
indications good ore would be found. At present I propose to continue level A north, 
80 as to effect a communication with middle branch shaft, at the 8 fm. 2 ft. level there. 
The ore at the latter is very good, and the level will, I think, run in ore the whole dis- 
tance, paying its cost as it goes, besides developing ore in backs. It should also be con- 
tinued south, and cross-cuts driven east and west. In the 10 fm. level we have struck 
and are working a good vein, rich in gold. 

Mrippte Branou Suarr is sunk about 9 fms., with cross-cuts east and west from 
4 to 5 fathoms each, both in ore, ground hard, shaft not unwatered, and air very bad in 
summer. The ore from there (stamped) came from a 4 fm. level south (old); there is 
plenty of it, if water and air will let us work there. 

Centre Suarrt is sunk equi-distant between veins Nos. 1 and 4, unwatered by Rid- 
dell shaft, 10 fms. 4 ft. deep. The east cross-cut is driven 4 fms. 2 ft. on ore, the whole 
distance of average richness. A short level is driven south on the vein from the cross- 
cuts, ore rich. ‘The west cross-cut is driven 17 fins. 4 ft., cutting several veins, small, 
but promising. A level is driven north 7 fms. 2 ft., 6 ft. wide, on good ore. Owing to 
bad air being here, and having a windlass oniy to raise ore, not much work has been done. 
I am about to bring a line of pulleys from the whim at Riddell shaft, by which to raise 
ore here, and shall Jay a tramway to take it to that, leading from Rildell shaft to the 
stamps-house. The expense will be trifling, and a very large quantily of vre can be 
broken and brought to the mill cheaply by these means. The ground is easy, and re- 
quires no blasting. 

3 ft., through 
several small veins, and into works on vein No. 1—this should be furtherextended ; west 
cross-cut driven 28 fms, 4 ft., cutting vein No. 4; level A driven south on vein, 16 feet 
wide ; level B driven south on vein, 6 ft. wide, 34 fms., when we struck old works. I 
have, therefore, driven at an angie to strike the level north from centre shaft, which will 
prove the land between the two levels, and give good air; I expect it will cut good ore 
nearly the whole distance, which is about7 fms. The west cross-cut should be continued 
to the boundary of the property. A very promising vein outcropped to the south-west, 
and by rising about 2 fathoms, and cross-cutting the same distance, it was found; it is 
quartz, with sulphuret, which is a good indication, not yet cut through, but apparently 
large.

“Another vein, 5 ft. wide, was struck in the west cross-cut, 
near the south end of the south level; the ground should be explored by cross-cuts east 
and west, The north level extends 94 fms., and communicates with the north (vew shaft, 
unnamed as yet) by a crovs-cut 15 fms. 4 ft. west. In levels A and B the ore is taken 
out to the turn. The west cross-cut, from the air sliaft in the 10 fm. level, struck a vein 
similar to that in level. C, 6 fms, 2 ft. north of the air shaft; the vein is working 5 fms. 
4 ft. wide on the east, and from the air shaft was proved 8 fms, 2 ft. wide by a cross-cut 
west in the 7 fm. level.

A very promi ing su!phuret vein 
was struck in the east cross cut. I propose to continue level A north to the boundary, 
cross-entting at intervals, and at the same time take down the ore now in the backs. 

Crosse Snart is on vein No, 3, on the south-east portion of the property. The 
shaft is 10 fathoms to the plat. A cross-cut is driven west 14 fms., but no regular vein 
struck, it having been thrown east by an intrusion oftrap. A cross-cut to the east struck 
ore almost at the shaft, and on that a level is driven north about 7 fms.; the ore is tole- 
tably good. An adit level is driven from a branch on the west, striking a good vein about 
3 ft. wide at 6 fms. 5 ft. from the surface; the end of the adit is about 8 fms, from the 
shaft. This shaft is situate too far from the stamp-house to take the ore there by carts, 
and no tramway has been Jaid, as a sufficient quantity of oré can be supplied from the 
other shafts more cheaply. As there is an engine bere now unused, I strongly recom- 
mend that 12 heads of stamps be erected here forthwith ; sufficient water can be obtained 
from the mine to work them, The grist mill at the stamp-house interferes much with 
the working there, and I recommend the removal of it to the engine at this shaft. The 
builder here considers that the total cost of 12 stamps, with wooden cam-shaft, using 
such muterfal (iron, &c.) as we have, removing and fixing grist mill, putting up whim 
and pump, with the necessary, buildings, will not exceed $2000, and can be completed in 
two or three months. I think it can be done for less. If it be decided to do this work, 
which will, I think, bo found to pay well, immediate instructions should be sent, that I 
thay have the opportunity of engaging the good hands now here, who will shortly leave, 
and long days. There are whims at the north whim; Riddell, and south whim-shafts. 
Pulleys will be erecied from the centre to Riddell shaft, and the kibbles raised by tlie 
whim at Riddell shaft. The pump engine is at Riddell shaft, and, by lines of rods, 
unwaters the north part of the mine at engine shaft, working pumps at the south whim 
and Riddell shafts.

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

The directors have received from Mr. Crosse a report on theactual state of the mine at 
the close of the last half-year, accompanied with plans of the levels and works under- 
ground. This report is appended, and the plans can be seen at the office. 

The directors have also received from Mr. Crosse the usual monthly letter, dated the 
4th April, but no regular half-yearly report. The previous monthly advices, however, 
supply full information, 

The present meeting was fixed at as late a period as possible, in order that the board 
might be able to state positively that the additional stamps were erected. This they 
have now the satisfaction of doing. In a letter from the mine, dated 24 May, Mr. Crosse 
writes: —“* The erection of the new stamps iscompleted, There are some ehevations 
necessary before we can start them, on which we are now working, and no time sha’ 
be lost in getting them finished. 

It may, therefore, be presumed that the 24 additional stamps were got into actual ope- 
ration by the middle of this month, making, with the 18 stamps already in use, 42 heads 
at work. It will be seen that Mr. Crosse proposes in his report on the state of the mine 
to erect 12 more stamps, to be worked by the small steam-engine at No. 3 vein. The 
cost of erecting these 12 extra stamps is estimated at 400/., and the directors are of opi- 
mon that they should be put up as soon as the funds of the company will allow. There 
will then be 54 heads of stamps constantly at work, and as the tramways and _pther ac- 
cessories are now complete, except two short lines now in course of being lald down, 
and nearly finished, there will be no difficulty in conveying the ore to all the stamps as 
rapidly as can be required. It will also be borne in mind that, with the facilities that 
now exist, the ore can be obtained at a much cheaper rate than hitherto, and that the 
cost of working being diminished, the profit will increase in proportion. 4 

The directors have always been of opinion that from the time when 42 stamps coul 
be got into operation this mine would be a paying concern; and they are happy in being 
able to congratulate the shareholders on the completion of that number. Mr. Crosse 
calculates the yield of 42 stamps at 84000 per month of four weeks, and the average 
monthly expenses $1500, leaving $2500, or 5002., clear monthly profit. With 54 stamps 
instead of 42, the monthly yield would be proportionately greater. 

The works above ground, carried on during the last half-year, have been of an im- 
portant character, including pumps, and long lines of pumping-rods with the 
80-horse engine, the covering in of three whims, the laying down of tramways, the eree- 
tion of cast-iron cam shafts, 24 heads of stamps, and other permanent improvements. 
These works, and the hauling of timber for the new stamps, and the enlargement of the 
mill-house, as well as fuel for the engines, have tasked our teams severely, while the un- 
usual severity of the winter, added to the other hindrances, prevented the mill operations 
being regularly carried on. Indeed, for a considerable time, they were altogether sus- 
pended. This will account for the small quantity of gold made during the half-year, 
amounting to 790/. only. 1 

“I believe I may now authorise the board,” says Mr. Crosse, writing on the 4th April, 
“* toinform the shareholders that the end of our troubles Is in sight, and though we have 
had great difficultles to contend with, I confidently expect that by the end of my three 
years as resident director this company will have shown that gold mining in Virginia, 
conducted on the English mining system, can be made a permanently ying investment. 
No exertion shall be spared by me to save expense and pay good dividends. 4 

On 31st March, the amount reported by Mr. Crusse as due to the creditors who ha 
issued attachments was about $6000 ; and as $964 44c., transmitted by the directors to 
Mr. Grosse towards liquidating that amount, has since been received by him, the pear 
now due to those creditors is little more than 1000/., which {t is hoped Mr. Crosse wi 
be able to wipe off, from the produce of the stamps, by the 1st August, the time to which 
payment has been deferred. fal 

The directors have now to report, that in pursuance of the resolutions of the specia 
meeting of the 2d November last, a subscription list was opened, and 26,900 shares were 
applied for, at 2s.6d, per share. Of this number 24,000 have been paid upon, in re- 
spect of which 27022. was received before the 3ist Marcli, Many more shares have =“ 
been applied for, but the directors have refused t» comply with such applications, as, in 
their opinion, it is not advisable to increase the share capital. The half-yearly statement 
of accounts here and at the mine, and the gold account, are appended.

which would soon have enabled us to recover the outlay made in clearing rubbish and 
waste rock at the former of these, and in opening and uncovering the latter. Of this, 
however, we were disappointed, on account of the opposition which the committee met 
with respecting the water ; and since the completion of the above pre;arations they hare 
been unremitting in their endeavours to obtain it; meanwhile the works have been suf- 
fered to drag heavily on, clogged by inadequate working power, whieh obliged us to 
employ «limited number of men during the past three months in slate making, 80 as not 
to exceed its capability. The quantity of slates raised from the eastern quarry during 
this period has not been exceeded by any quarry in Wales from a similar depth, and 
with the same number of menemployed ; and the rock which is at present worked apon 
is of the most superior character, whilst a magnificent area of splendid rock remains st 
the bottom of this quarry, awaiting the erecting of suitable machinery for its effectual 
working.

The Cuarrman : 32 miles, and the present capital is sufficient to carry that out. 
Mr. Leman Ottver wished to know whether the directors had heard from their 
eminent engineer what the legitimate profit would probably be from the sale of gas? 
The Cuarrman said he could not give a better answer than refer to Mr. Danre’s letter, 
which stated he had ascertained that the expense of lighting with oil the district A, 
for public and private outside lights, amounted annually to 36,948/. 16s., and district B 
to 29,115/. 16s.; he, therefore, left it to the experience of the home board to judge for 
themselves what rental might be expected from the sale of gas in such districts as 
Calcutta which are chiefly inhabited by Europeans and wealthy natives. In plan B 
there was at the present time only 1242 public lights, which were supplied by the 
Conservancy Commissioners, but that was only asmall number of the lights required, 
as now where there were large blocks of gentlemen’s houses there were no public 
lights, the owners being compelled to place one outside their doors, yet it was esti- 
mated that the 1242 public lights would yield to this company a revenue of 11,000/. 
ayeir. The Conservancy Commissioners were now introducing a bill to the Legisla- 
tive Council of India for the purpose of impowering them to make a rate to light Cal- 
cutta, and if carried, there could be no doubt that instead of 1242 public lights, they 
would have double that number, giving the company a revenue of 22,000/. per year 
from a capital of 50,000/. 

Mr. Leman Oxtver supposed that there would be, in addition, a great number of 
private lights. 

The Cuaraman said he had already stated that some of the wealthy natives were in 
ony with the engineer to be the first to have their houses lighted by the company. 

A Proprietor could not understand why the district B, containing 32 miles of main, 
was to be done at the same expense as district A, requiring 25 miles. 

The Cuareman explained that the 25 miles was the length originally estimated, 
but they had left a sufficient margin to execute the 32 miles. 

Mr. Ortver: Are the works now progressing ?--The Cuarrman said, by the last 
advises they were informed that the company had possession of the ground, and the 
works were going on as fast as possible. 

A Prorrtetor wished to know the price to be charged to the Conservancy Com- 
missioners for the gas ?—The Cuairman : 10s. per 1000 feet. 

A Proprietor did not think sufficient data had been given them to estimate the 
amount of profits. 

The Cuatrnman had informed them that the total outlay would be 50,000/., and the 
eertain revenue upwards of 20,000/, a year, but he had never stated that that would 
be all profit, or that they would share, as dividends, 20,000/. a year from the com- 
mencement of their operations. 

A Proparieror said they had no means of ascertaining what the profits were likely 
to be. The directors had made certain arrangements, which might return upwards 
of 20,0002, a year, but they did not know how much they must spend to get it. 

The CHarnMan said he could not tell himself, as he knew very little about gas, but 
he was surrounded at the board by aa gas men, and according to calculations 
made by them, the best information he could give was that they expected from 50 to 
70 per cent. profit, (Cheers.) 

Mr. Masson said, upon the last occasion he made some enquiries respecting the coals, 
and would be glad to know in what position they were in with regard to the railway, 
and how far that might economise the supply, instead of, as at present, having them 
conveyed by water carriage ? 

The CHairMAn replied that the railway went direct into the coal district, and al- 
though it was formed principally for the carriage of coal, hitherto a very small quan- 
tity had been brought, through the proprietors of the coal pits and the railway not 
having yet come to terms, but there was little doubt that in a short time a satisfac- 
tory arrangement would be effected. 

Mr. Masson wished to know the present price they were payirg per ton? 

The Cnarrman said hey A pa! now paying 1/. per ton, delivered into the works, 
and each ton would give 8000 to 9000 feet of gas. 

Mr. Masson said the reason for asking these questions was, that he was familiar 
with some gas works at Sydney, where the cost of the coal was 2/. per ton, and al- 
though the gas was supplied at a lower rate than was proposed by this company, they 
had paid to the shareholders from the commencement dividends at the rate of 10 per 
cent., and a bonus of 50/, (Hear and cheers.) 

The CHarrMAn was certain that such statement must be highly satisfactory. 

A Proprtetor said, after such explanations it was quite unnecessary to go into de- 
tail as to the probable result of their profits. 

Mr. Brown (a director and chairman of the European Gas Company) observed that 
several enquiries had been made as to what would be the price charged for gas in Cal- 
eutta, and had been told that it would be 10s. per 1000 feet; but they must under- 
atand that was for public lights, under a contract with the Conservancy Commission- 
ers, and not for private lights. He had had considerable experience in gas compa- 
nies, and it was invariably the practice to serve the public cheaper than private indi- 
viduals, If, for instance, the provincial towns in England, or cities or towns 
abroad, were lighted with gas, ny Tye supplied them at half-price, so that if 
they took the same calculation for Calcutta, the company would obtain 20s. per 1000 
feet for all private lights ; at the same time, it was never to the interest of a company 
to charge too high; but, although they had not fixed the price, he should be sorry if 
the proprietors left the room with the idea that it was to be 10s. per 1000feet. The 
directors intended taking the advice of their engineer as to what should be charged. 
(Hear.) Several questions had been asked as to the price of coal, and the probable 
profits, but they could not give more information at present upon those subjects. His 
(Mr. Brown’s) impression was that they were in a more favaurable position than 
when the company was first established. Coals might be purchased at 20s., 18s., or 
16s. per ton. Again, they could not tell what they might obtain for the coke; they 
would also have to employ stokers, overseers, and gaslighters, and were not in a po- 
sition to know the difference of expense in Europe and India, although they had left 
a large margin; that, from his experience, he felt certain the proprietors would be 
fully satisfied with the result of the company’s operations. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Fawcett thought the less they said about their probable profits the better. He 
could quite understand that it wasa great advantage to have a monopoly for 21 years, 
and to have a contract for the same period to light Calcutta foralargeamount. The 
directors said they expected to make satisfactory profits, and he thought it far better 
thep should deal in _—— than give specific details before they had made acon- 
tract for a single private light. He (Mr. Fawcett) really thought it was rather too 
much to press the chairman to give his private idea as to the amount of profit they 
might make, after he had told them that out of a capital of 50,0007. they would obtain 
a revenue of upwards of 20,000/. from public lights alone. Mr. Hammack (one of the 
directors, and chairman of the Ratcliff Gas Company) might give them some general 
idea upon the prospect of the company.

without a single dissentient. He sincerely hoped that their proceedings would go on 
prosperously, and that every meeting would give greater satisfaction than the pre- 
ceding one.

The withdrawal of so many 
and most of them of the new and large class of ships intended to meet the increasing 
requirements for steam communication in the East and the Australian colonies, has 
not only prevented the carrying into effect the arrangements which your directors 
had in contemplation for the development of an extensive additional traffic, but has 
toa considerable degree, crippled their means of accommodation for the existing 
trade, particularly as regards the conveyance of passengers; and claims for compen. 
sation have recently been submitted to the directors by passengers, for insufficient 
accommodation, arising from this cause. Under the peculiar circumstances, the direo- 
tors considered they ought to meet these claims in a fair and liberal spirit, and they 
have had the pleasure of receiving expressions of entire satisfaction from the claim- 
ants. Notwithstanding the difficulties alluded to, thedirectors have fortunately been 
able to maintain the main lines of postal communication without interruption, Al- 
though the withdrawal of the veesels for the transport service has occasioned serious 
disadvantage to the company in respect to its ordinary trade, the rate of remunera- 
tion for that service affords nearly, if not entirely, a compensation for it. It is satis- 
factory also to know, that whenever the ships may be released from the war service 
the contemplated arrangements above referred to present ample means of employing 
them, Looking to these circumstances, the directors consider that in acceding, as 
they have done, to the wishes of the Government, that they should accept the same 
rate of hire for nen vessels as has been paid for other similar vessels taken up by 
public tender, they have made iittle or no compromise of your interest, while they 
have acted with justice towards that of the public.

I need not say to you this mine 
is in a good course of working, as you have had it already from so eg | inspectors, 
but still I would say it isin a far better condition than when we took it, about two 
years ago. The greater part of this mine was then stoped underhand, and the stuff

Mr. J. B. Brenchley, in his Price List, makes the following remarks :— 
In continuation of my previous remarks, we will casually advert to the peculiari- 
ties of the Cost-Book System, by the rules of which the great majority of British mines 
are governed. For simplicity and effectiveness, nothing could have been possibly bet- 


ter devised than that to which we now refer ; and yet it is nevertheless true that, in 
a multitude of instances, its proper action has been impeded to a serious extent by the 
insertion of rules and conditions in mine cost-books contrary to the spirit of cost- 
book law, and, by consequence, illusory as to anticipated results. ‘To such a serious 
magnitude has this evil grown, that, in order to elucidate, if possible, such a compli- 
cated code, learned essays have been written, and the pen of the public writer invoked 
to so little purpose, that the Cost-book System is, at this day, a bugbear to the adven- 
turer in mines--a ~ Sey of Government which he considers it next to impossible he 
ever can understand. Forour part, we have always been its sincere admirers and 
unflinching advocates; and, for the information of that portion of our readers who 
may be less acquainted with its peculiarities, we will now proceed to give a brief ex- 
pose of its characteristic festures. In mining parlance, a mine is termed an edven- 
ture, and the co-partners in the concern adventurers. When any number of persons 
have determined to work a piece of ground for metallic minerals, they should provide 
themselves with a book, termed the cost-book in which it should be stated that they 
have taken on lease a certain piece of ground from the owner, at certain dues or 
royalty ; that it shall bear a particular name, and shall be divided intoacertain num- 
ber of parts or shares, The names and addresses of the adventurers sbould then be 
written below, showing the proportion of rhares which each individual is willing to 
tuke, and they should then affix their signatures, in token of acceptance. This done, 
they should at once proceed to the election of their purser, literally, their purseholder, 
and then the constitution of the company is complete, The purser is the legal officer 
of the company, and should have no other interests to serve than those of his em- 
ployers. His duties are, to summon all meetings of the adventurers, to give notice 
ofall calls or dividends, toreceive and disburse al! monies belonging tothe adventurers, 
to sue in his own name all defaulters to the general exchequer, and to reecive process 
from all those whe may feel inclined to exercise their belligerent rights against bis 
employers. The adventurers should meet for the-dispatch of business every two 
months, and in no case ought the interval between the meetings to exceed three 
months, when it is the duty of the purser to lay before them a complete statement of 
their affairs. Should the accounts exhibit a balance against the adventurers, a call 
should be at once made, of sufficient amount to pay off all existing liabilities ; and on 
the other hand, should the ts show a bal in their favour, it is in the dis- 
cretion of the adventurers present to divide the profits, pro rata, or not. A minute 
of the proceedings, with «copy of the accounts, should be inserted in the cost-book, 
which should be signed by all the parties present. In the event of ar) of the adven- 
turers neglecting to pay their due proportion of any call thus made, it is competent 
for the purser to proceed aguinst them in the Stannaries Court in Cornwall, whieli is 
the constituted mining tribunal, before which the production of the cost-book is suf- 
ficient evidence of the legality of the call, and the Vice-Warden will decree the pay- 
ment of the arrears so sued for, Should any adventurer dispose of the whole or any 
portion of his interest in the concern to another party, a simple notice to the purser 
to transfer, accepted by the purchaser, is sufficient, provided always, that there are 
no call owing to the purser upon any part of the seller’s shares, in which case no por- 
tion of his interest can be transfe until the whole be free from such liability, the 
shares being held as a lien for the payment. On the receipt of such any notice as we 
have just named, it is the duty of the purser to make an entry in the cost-book of 
the circumstance, and the transfer is com ; purser only holds his office at 
the will of the adventurers, and may be issed or electeil at a general meeting of 
the proprietors. Notice of these meetings should be forwarded to the registered ad- 
dress of each adventurer, and then, let the number present be as small ss it may, 
their acte bind thejabsentees ; and finally, if any adventurer wishes to withdraw from 
the undertaking, he may do so. by gulag notice of his intention in Uriting to the 

urser, whose duty it is to draw up a statement of liabilities and assets to that day, 

urnish the withdrawing shareholder with a copy of such statement, and either re- 
ceive from or pay to him his proportion of the balance, and from that time his co- 
partnership ceases and determines. It will thus be seen that the cost- book is, or 
should be, a complete of the company’s affairs; and if the system be car- 
riec out in its integrity, nothing could bly be more simple and effective. Hav- 
ing thus given a feeble outline of what the Cost-Book System really is, we leave till 
next week our comments on'the abuses that have ually, but successfully, marred 
such a fair superstructure, and on their inevitable consequences.

We have been favoured with the perusal of a letter written by a well- 
known Cornish purser to a Member of Parliament, upon the injustice of 
levying the poor and other rates upon the full amount of mineral dues, 
end: the arguments used are well worthy the consideration of those who 
are interested in mines. The writer considers that dues may be looked 
upon as the purchase money of part of the freehold of an estate, being the 
value of mineral separated from the freehold, less the expenses of the se- 
paration. If a rate, therefore, is levied on the dues, it is levied on the 
principal money for which part of the estate is sold. Take, for instance, 
a parish in which mineral dues are paid from two or three mines to the 
amount of 50007. a year; a rate of 4s. in the pound would take 1000/7. a 
year, or a fifth part of the purchase money of the sold freehold, repaid as 
rates, Again, assume that at present the whole rental of the parish for 
rates does not exceed 5000/. a year; in this case, half the whole rates of 
the parish would be borne by two or three mines. The intention of the 
Legislature to throw half the burthen on the lords, or the receivers of the 
dues, will, it is said, be frustrated, inasmuch as in most mine leases a 
clause is inserted, that all rates imposed, or to be imposed, are to be paid 
by the miners; and where a mine is paying a heavy royalty to the lord, 
and yet working to a loss, this extra burthen will fall most heavily.

sidered as having all calls paid up to the time of sale; and that any diyi. 
dends declared after a purchase shall belong to the purchaser, Others of 
the regulations must have the effect of preventing litigation : thus, trans. 
fers must be delivered within a week pt nag the sale, and losses arising in 
certain specified cases must be borne by the defaulters. These beneficial 
rules will also, we anticipate, be felt in remote districts; and the example 
of the metropolitan Mining Exchange will probably govern transactivns 
of that description in every quarter. 

The formation of the Mining Exchange must form an era in mining 
annals, and it is not a vain or idle speculation to look forward to an im. 
provement, not only in the mode of conducting transactions relating to 
that extensive branch of commercial dealing, but also in the manner of 
arranging differences between members of the same body and of the same 
profession. All respectable men blush for the disclosures which occasion. 
ally disgrace the proceedings of our courts of justice, and too many sensibly 
feel the injurious effects they have produced upon their trade and their 

roperty. A hall of the proposed description, where the earliest and best 
information can be procured, where matters and merits can be fairly and 
freely discussed, were representations and assurances can be relied on, 
and from which defaulters and knaves are scrupulously excommunicated, 
must tend to give tone to public feeling, and to inspire confidence in mo. 
netary arrangements. 

The present depression is, we hope, destined speedily to pass away; we 
shall soon, probably, experience the revival of legitimate speculation, and 
when once revived, it may be fairly inferred that such an institution as 
the Miving Exchange will tend to render it permanent and prosperous, 
The period selected is also propitious, when the antiquated policy of our 
law is about to be relaxed, and when the country is pressing upon the 
Government, and the Government proposing to the Legislature measures 
for removing the restrictions upon trade, especially in reference to joint- 
stock associations, 

Aries never, we believe, previously in the annals of British legislation 

occurred, that three distinct and substantive measures, all contemplating 
interference with existing mining interests, should be at the same time 
under the consideration of Parliament. In the present agitated state of 
the public mind in reference to the position of the nation and the prospects 
of the war, we much fear that individual, or even class interests are not 
likely to receive due consideration, and that if any of the pending bills be 
passed during this session, they will be hurried through both Houses, in 
deference to influences far different from those which ought to prevail. 
In our last Journal we expressed our opinion freely with regard to the 
measure introduced by Government, to regulate the inspection of coal 
mines, and animadverted with just severity upon the imperfection of its 
frame, and the incompleteness of its provisions, We perceive that a meet- 
ing has been recently held at Wolverhampton, at which several of the 
clauses of that bill prescribing arrangements for working collieries, were 
objected to, it being considered that if strictly enforced they would render 
the working of many collieries exceedingly difficult, if not impracticable. 
We confess that we cannot but regret that these objections have not been 
placed before the public in a specific and tangible form, but as a com- 
mittee was appointed, with a view to consider proposals for their modifi- 
cation, we may hope to see the matter fairly discussed. 

The bill for aay, | all mines, as it would directly include ironstone 
mines, seems also to have alarmed the iron interests of Wolverhampton, 
and they have declared their determination of opposing the measure al- 
together; even those interested in coal mines, while they admit that 
since the 43d of Exizanetu they have not enjoyed the same exemption 
with metallic mines, object to the proposed measure, as calculated to per- 
petuate an erroneous principle of assessment. It is remarkable that tho 
bill has been introduced by three Cornish county Members, but we have 
reason to believe that, if he be supported by petitions, it will be opposed 
by Mr. Coxurer, the energetic Member for Plymouth. In the absence of 
‘any strong expression of public hostility, it is to be apprehended that its 
promoters will succeed in pushing it through its several stages ; we, there- 
fore, call upon the inhabitants of the several districts through the country 
in which its fatal consequences are most apprehended, to assemble for the 
expression of their opinions, and we hope that the example of Wolver- 
hampton will be very generally followed. , 

The introduction of the bill is an attempt on the part of the landed in- 
terest to relieve themselves from a portion of a liability which has existed 
for upwards of three centuries, and subject to which every proprietor has 
inherited his estate, and every tenant has taken his land.

The two long-promised measures of the Government are at length printed 
_the first is termed ‘A Bill for Limiting the Liability of Members of cer- 
tain Joint-Stock Companies ;” the second, “ A Bill to amend the Law of 
Partnership.” Both are stated to have been prepared and introduced by 
Mr. Frrznoy, Mr. Bovverte, and Viscount Patmerston ; and Scotland 
is expressly excluded from the operation of both Acts. The two measures 
are intimately connected, but the first would appear to be the most im- 

rtant; and while we object to and protest against both as insufficient 
and unsatisfactory, we intend to enable the public to estimate the justice 
of our objections by referring to their details. The first bill contains a pro- 
vision that it may be cited for all purposes as ‘‘' The Limited Liability 
Act, 1855,” and its preamble recites that “‘it is expedient to enable mem- 
bers of joint-stock companies to limit liability for the debts and engage-

That deed shall be executed by share- 
holders holding shares to the amount in the aggregate of at least three- 
fourths of the nominal capital of the company, and there shall have been 
paid up by each such shareholder, on account of his shares, not less than 
20 per cent. 5, The payment of the above per centage shall be acknow- 
ledged in or endorsed on the deed, and the fact of the same having been so 
bona fide paid-shall be verified by a declaration of the promoters, or any 
two of them, pursuant to the 6th Wixt1am IV., c. 62. When those con- 
ditions are complied with, the Registrar of Joint ‘Stock Companies shall 
grant a certificate of complete registration with limited liability to such 
company. ‘The 2d section then provides that any joint-stock company, 
except as aforesaid, completely registered under the 8th Vict , and having 
a capital stock of the nominal amount of not less than 20,000/., may ob- 
tain a certificate of complete registration with limited liability on the fol- 
lowing conditions :— 

“The directors of such company may, with the consent of at least three-fourths in 
number and value of its shareholders, present at any general meeting summoned for 
that purpose, make such alteration in the name, nominal value of shares, and Deed 
of Settlement of the company as may be y for enabling it to comply with the 
conditions herein-before mentioned with respect to joint-stock companies seeking to 
obtain certificates of complete registration with limited liability ; and upon compli- 
ance with such conditions the registrar shall grant to such company, by its new name, 
a certificate of complete registration with limited liability, and thereupon all privi- 
leges and obligations hereby attached to companies with limited liability, their share- 
holders, directors, and officers, shall attach to the company named in such certificate, 
its shareholders, directors, and officers.” ‘ 

These two sections comprise the main features of the bill, and explain 
both its principle and its pees The plain and palpable defect is here 
apparent, in engrafting the measure upon the Joint-Stock Registration 
Act, and in seeking to confine it to companies that fall with the purview 
and provisions of that exclusive and restrictive law. The resolution of 
Parliament was general ; it pledged the Legislature to a proposition that 
the principle of limited liability was a sound one, and that it was expedient 
to apply it generally to joint-stock associations ; me then falsify that de- 
claration, by restricting its effect to certain joint-stock companies, and more 
particularly to those to whom the Registration Act applies? If passed in 
its present shape, it will effectually exclude the very description of com- 
panies to which it would be most useful—namely, associations with small 
capital, to be formed by a number of shareholders from the middle and 
lower classes, The bill 1s, therefore, in its present state an insult to the 
advocates of limited liability, to the House of Commons, whose vote af- 
firmed the general principle a delusion, and a mockery to the public, whose 
anticipations it had falsely excited. 

We proceed with the enactments—the 3d section then directs that every 
company that shall have received such certificate of complete registration 
with limited liability, shall paint or affix, and keep painted or affixed, its 
name on the outside of every office or place in which the business of the 
company is carried on, in a conspicuous position, in letters easily legible, 
and shall have its name engraved in legible characters on its seal, and 
mentioned in legible characters in all notices, advertisements, or other 
official publications of such company. ‘The 4th section then imposes a 
penalty of 5/. on each director for every day during which such name shall 
not be so painted and affixed, and a penalty of 5Q/. is then imposed upon 
every director who shall use any seal, or issue or authorise the issue of 
any official publication, without observing such regulation, It may be 
very questionable whether so strict a provision is requisite or proper, and 
whether it would not be more consistent with legal principle and com- 
mercial usage to throw upon parties disposed to deal with such companies 
the necessity of making previous enquiry as to their legalised constitution.

In case of a loan or any part thereof being repaid, the registrar shall, on application 
being made to him, and proof shown of the fact, make an entry to that effect in the 
register book, specifying in such entry the date of the application; and the date so 
entered shall for the purposes of this Act be considered the date of the repayment of 
the loan, or part of Joan, as the case may be. 

The registrar, if so required by the Board of Trade, shall, in the case of loans re- 
gistered in England, advertise in the London Gazette, and in the case of loans regis- 
tered in Ireland, advertise in the Dublin Gazette, the repayment of a loan or any part 
thereof, in such manner as the Board of Trade may direct :— 

There shall be charged in respect of the entry of any registered loan, or of any such 
variation or discharge as aforesaid, a fee of 5s. in cases where the loan does not ex- 
ceed 100/, and a fee of 10s, in cases where the loan exceeds 100/,, or such other fees as 
may from time to time be directed by the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury. 

Every person may, on payment of a fee of Is., have access to the registry books of 
loans, for the purpose of inspection, at any reasonable time during the hours of of- 
ficial attendance of the registrar, and may require pf or extract of any entry 
therein, to be certified by the registrar; and there shall be paid for such certified 
copy or extract a fee of 1s., and a further fee not exceeding 6d, for each folio of such 
copy or extract beyond the first folio; andin all Courts of Law and Equity, and clse- 
where, every such copy or extract so certified shall be received in evidence without 
proof of the signature thereto, or of the seal of office affixed thereto.” 

The 6th section, adopting the law of foreign states, then declares that, 
in case of failure by bankruptcy or insolvency of the borrower, or if such 
borrower is a company, in the event of its being declared bankrupt, or an 
order made for winding it up, the lender of a registered loan shall not be 
entitled to receive any portion of his principal, profits, or interest, until 
the claims of all other creditors shall have been satisfied ; and he shall 
also be liable to make good to the other creditors any deficiency of assets 
to the extent of all sums or other benefit received by him during the year 
immediately preceding such event, and any portion of the principal repaid 
shall be deemed to have been repaid within such year, unless the date of 
repayment shall appear by tlie register to have been prior to such year. 
The 7th section then provides that a person employed as agent, factor, 
servant, or in other like capacity, shall not be deemed to be a partner by 
reason of his receiving, in lieu of or in addition to wages for his service, 
a portion of profits, or a sum varying according to the amount thereof. 

e importance of these. two measures upon the commercial relations of 
the country cannot be overrated; we have, therefore, taken the earliest 
eppestunity of laying the proposed enactments before the trading com- 
munity. It is observable that no mention is made in either Act of mines, 
or companies formed on the Cost-book Principle, and the omission of both 
deserves consideration. From the language of Lord Oversrong, recently 
in the House of Lords, strong opposition may be anticipated from the 
leading capitalists. ‘The introduction of the measures, however highly 
objectionable in their present shape, has at least effected this, that it binds 
the Government and the Legislature to the principles on which they are 
based; itis, therefore, highly desirable that the sense of the country should 
be generally collected, and freely expressed, in reference to bills likely, 
when re-cast and re-modelled in a proper form, to produce so great a revo- 
lution in our mercantile code. 


After the foregoing observations had been in type, a report very gene- 
rally prevailed amongst persons likely to be well informed, that the two 
measures had been withdrawn by the Government. We immediately caused 
enquiries to be made, and ascertained that there was some foundation for 
the rumour, for we found that the printed copies of the first bill, that for 
limiting liability, has been suddenly withdrawn from circulation. From 
the tenor of our remarks, it might have been inferred that we would not 
have felt much surprise if its authors were ashamed of their legislative 
production in the form in which they had presented it to the Parliament 
andthe public. It is difficult to imagine a more lamentable confession of 
ministerial incapacity than to acknowledge that a measure, the result of 
so many months’ consideration, put forward as prepared by the Premier 
and two leading officials of the Government, could not, even for the brief 
space of 24 hours, bear the light. We cannot, however, regret that our 
observations should have appeared, as they point to improvements which 
might tend to satisfy the requirements of the case, and the claims of the 
country; and we can scarcely believe it possible that the measure will be 
again introduced in so imperfect and discreditable a shape as to furnish a 
fresh and cogent argument in favour of the existing clamour for adminis- 
trative reform.

His Ho- 
nour, in the course of his very lucid judgment, referred at considerable 
length to the evidence of Prof. Ansted, Dr. Ure, and Mr. Tennant, who 
had been examined, and who defined minerals to be any crystalline or 
earthy substance, whether metalliferous or otherwise, which existed in 
and formed part of the earth, and which might be worked by means of a 
mine or quarry, but it was obvious that the terms ‘‘ mine” and ‘ quarry’ 
were quite distinct; and, although that was the scientific etymology, no 
one could doubt that a mine meant that which was worked beneath the 
eatth, and a quarry that which was sud dio, or open, although there might 
be modifications of the term, for, according to the scientific definition, the 
whole soil would be mineral, wheaher gravel, metal, or otherwise; and 
his opinion was that was not the sense in which it was here used. The 
language of the exception showed that that was not meant, and that, al- 
though mines might not be metalliferous, that was not the sense here, 
The word “ mineral’ came fromthe word ** mine,” in Dr. Johnson's Dic- 
tionary and other authorities, and to that must it be referred, unless you 
found an intention to the contrary. It was said likewise to depend on 
local usage, and that holding lime and stone rock not to be a mineral would 
create a revolution in these counties; but there was so good a conflict of 
evidence on this point, that the Court was driven to the primary and ordi- 
nary meaning, where there was a great difficulty, but it was clear that it 
was not the scientific definition; and in looking at the deed itself, assist- 
ance was derived from a passage which spoke of “ mines” only, thereby 
showing what was really meant; and, having regard to the circumstance 
that the parties themselves had acted on that assumption, and the plain- 
tiffs by digging gravel, as much as the defendants by digging limestone, 
had laid themselves open to the fact that the scientific etymology, embrac- 
ing the whole soil, could not be meant, and had made no attempt for 
nearly half a century to doubt that quarries were included in that parti- 
tion; and Mr. Boydell himself, who tad continued to manage for the par- 
ties, would never have acted as he had had he dreamed that the limestone 
came within the exception. 


tt evonshire Great Consolidated Mining Company annual meet- 
ing (inserted in the Journal of the 12th inst.), Capt. James Richards re- 
ported that the average monthly number of men employed on tutwork was 
180, and on tribute 152.

Mr. Harris stated that he could have his 
works in full operation within eight weeks, and confidently expected to 
obtain at the pate of 2 ozs. of gold to the ton; if, therefore, any further 
delay arises the blame must rest upon the shareholders, as no party would 
think of running the risk of erecting expensive machinery upon a mine 
in debt.

Vorcanic Action.—At a period when “ Vesuvius” is belching forth its 
molten floods, it may, perhaps, add to the interest taken in the accounts 
of this sublime phenomena that your readers be put in possession of a few 
remarks as to the true nature of volcanic action in general,—the sub- 
limity of the contemplation of which appears to me to be so vastly en- 
hanced when we take a correct view ofits real nature—namely, that the - 
floods of molten lava which volcanoes eject are, in truth, nothing less than 
remaining portions of what was once thecondition of the entire globe, when 
in the igneous stage of its early physical hi , no one knows how many 
per ago! When we behold the glow and feel the heat of molten lava, 

ow vastly does it add to the interest of the sight when we consider that 
the heat we feel and the light we see are the residue of the once universal 
condition of our entire globe, on ‘whose cooled surface we now live and 
have our being! But so it is; for if there be one great fact which geolo- 
gical research has established beyond all doubt, it is that we reside on the 
cooled surface of what was once a molten globe, and that all the pheno- 
mena which geology has brought to light can be most satisfactorily traced 
to the successive changes incidental to its ual cooling and contraction. 
If this one grand principle be kept in mind, all the, apparently complex 
and perplexing phenomena which the present condition of the earth’s sur- 
face presents to our contemplation disappear, and the nature of those ac- 
tions which have, through a vast succession of ages and changes, given to 
its crust its present character and aspect becomes comparatively simple 
and understandable. And, as before said, when we bebold a volcano 
belching forth its fiery floods, how vastly is the mone, dad the sight en- 
hanced when we consider that in the molten lava we have before us a 
sample of the present condition of the interior of our globe, and also of 
what was the condition of its entire mass during the earliest days of its 
physiol history! In former times, when geological research had made 

ut little progress, voleanic action was ascribed to some adventitious union 
of substances, whose combination resulted in the development of intense 
heat and violent eruptive action. This notion as to the nature and cause, 





of voleanic action has been long since abandoned by all those who have 
carefully studied the phenomena of all classes of volcanic action, Voleas 
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nic action depends on a great cosmical principle, and when rightly con- 
sidered, is an expiring phevomenon,—one whose vehemence in early pe- 
riods of the earth’s history was infinitely more tremendous, frequent, and 
extensive than it is now, and is destined by the lapse of time gradually to 
disappear as one of the active phenomena of nature, That the influx of 
the sea into the yet hot and molten interior of the globe may occasionally 
occur, and enhance and vary the violence of the phenomenon of volcanic 
action, there can be little doubt, but the action of water in such cases is 
only secondary. But for the pre-existing high temperature of the interior 
of the earth, the influx of water would produce no such discharges of molten 
lava as generally characterise volcanic eruptions, Molten lava is, there- 
fore, a true vestige of the natural history of the Creation, and, as such, is 
held in the most profound veneration.—James Nasmytu: Patricroft. 








. AHE BILL TO AMEND THE LAW FOR THE INSPECTION 
OF COAL MINES IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
[PROM A CORRESPONDENT. } 

This long-promised and anxiously-expected bill has at last been brought 
into the House of Commons, by Sir George Grey. In its title it professes 
to “amend the law,” and in the predinble itsays “and whereas, with a 
view to the safety of the persons employed in such mines, it is expedient 
that further provision be made for the inspection and regulation thereof.” 
This is a tacit acknowledgment of the insufficiency of the present Act, and 
of the necessity there is for more legislation on the subject. With such 
an admission on the title page, one would reasonably expect that long- 
cherished hopes were at last to be realised, that sume ey good and 
effective measure was to be enacted, and the fair and reasonable demands 
of the miners of Great Britain were to be conceded. True to his antece- 
dents, Sir George Grey has chosen to be the tool of the coalowners, rather 
than the instrument of good to the miners, The interests of the wealthy 
are protected, but the lives of the poor are left exposed to preventible acci- 
dents, without amelioration and without redress. 

In the first leading article of last week’s Mining Journal this bill was 
very truly described ‘‘as a miserable legislative abortion,” for such it most 
assuredly is, It is grievous, it is sickening, to observe the way in which 
this important subject is, and has been, treated by our governors, The 
loss of life, impaired health, wretchedness and misery, consequent upon 
the existing state of things, and of which Her Majesty’s Ministers are, or 
ought to be, fully cognizant, would, one would have thought, have been 
a sufficient stimulus to even a trimming and we Se Minister of 
State to do an act of common justice, by extending whatever protection 
legislative measures can give to a numerous and valuable class of hard 
working men. ‘The disappointment is the more cruel, and the more keenly 
felt, from the introduction of this bill having been preceded by the ap- 
pointment of parliamentary committees, by which enquiries were instituted 
with such apparent desire to ascertain the nature of the evils complained 
of, and the practicable remedies to be applied, that people were credulous 
enough to believe that the Government were in earnest. This bill is too 
convincing a proof of the contrary to leave room for the slightest hope 
that any good measure can be expected from the present Ministers, Ere 
long the miners of Morpeth or Northumberland will have an opportunity 
of emphatically expressing their opinions by their votes on this ‘ miser- 
able abortion,” and it is to be hoped that they will not flinch from so ob- 
vious a duty, but manfully combine as one man in an emphatic condem- 
nation of the author of this miserable attempt at legislative redress.

AK Tareas Sreri,—In the discussion on Mr, Sanderson’s paper, “On 
e Manufacture of Steel” (see Mining Journal, May 19), an enquiry was 
made as to the kind of steel suitable for particular articles, and how its 
quality might be tested. This gave rise to the remark that the temper- 
ing of steel depended on the skill and experience of the workman. Mr. 
Harry Scrivenor, of Liverpool, has, however, obtained the following me- 
moranda on the subject :— 


“I received your letter, enquiring what steel was best for different kinds of manu. 
factures? I should say cast-steel, if it can be applied; double shear for hatchets, or 
any kind of edge tool that cannot be well made of cast-steel. The temper to be as 
follows :—For boring cylinders, turning rolls, or any large cast-iron, let it be as hard 
a: water will make it, minding not to heat it more than a cherry red.

Small tools for ditto, shade of darker yellow 450 

Tools for wood, a shade darker ..............cccsccceceeee

\_ Exrcrricirry—“ Connvction.””—At the Royal Institution, the subject 
selected by Professor Faraday for consideration was a disputed question in 
electricity, respecting the nature of conduction, a question which has en- 
gaged attention for at least twenty years, and still remains in doubt. The 

int in dispute is, whether electricity can be transmitted through fluid 
ies without decomposing them. In explaining and illustrating the 
subject, Prof. Faraday introduced a number of experiments, to show the 
relative powers of different substances of conducting frictional and voltaic 
electricity. The conduction of frictional electricity by wires, by the hand, 
and by a solid piece of nitre when applied to a charged electrometer, are 
supposed to be produced without any chemical action, and is called a “‘ con- 
duction proper ;” but when liquids are the media through which electri- 
city is conducted decomposition takes place, and many experiments seem 
to confirm the opinion, which by some electricians is considered an esta- 
blished law, that the amount of decomposition has a definite relation to 
the quantity of electricity transmitted. It may be observed that Prof. 
Faraday’s researches have established the fact, that when an electric cur- 
rent is passing through a fluid and decomposing it, the process of decom- 
position takes place instantaneously in each particle of the fluid that serves 
to conduct the electricity, and that a train of decompositions and recom- 
sitions is thus set in action. Whether any portion of electricity passes 
oy “conduction proper’? beyond that which thus decomposes the fluid, is 
@ question that remains to be determined, and on which Prof. Faraday 
expressed himself still doubtful, though it might be gathered from his ob- 
servations that his opinion leans towards the hypothesis of partial ‘ con- 
duction proper” through fluids. To give an idea of the vast quantities of 
electricity that are excited by chemical action, and the difficulty of esti- 
mating the amount transmitted, he kept a galvanometer deflected for a 
few ts by the excit t of electricity in a small pair of platinum 
and zinc plates applied to his tongue, and observed that in that short space 
of time a DT pee quantity of electricity had been called into action by 
those small plates than is contained in several thunder-storms, From this 
it might be inferred that a quantity of voltaic electricity, inappreciable 
by the instruments employed in ordinary experiments, might be conducted 
unobserved without decomposing action, which quantity, however, if it 
had been in the state of intensity of frictional electricity, would exhibit 
powerful effects. Prof. Faraday noticed the experiments of electricians 
on the Continent, which appeared to confirm the notion, that even fric- 
tional electricity cannot be conducted through water without decomposing 
it, and in opposition to that hypothesis he exhibited others, which he said 
it is difficult to explain, except on the supposition that water conducts 

directly, in the same manner as solid conductors. Two wet muslin 
blown out, to resemble in effect two large soap bubbles, were held in the 
electric field, between the electrical machine and a conductor connected 
with the earth, without being so near as to receive any charge. When 
removed together, and applied to the electrometer, there was no indication 
of electricity ; but when one was separated from the other whilst un- 
der the influence of electrical induction, they then exhibited electrical 
conditions, one being negative and the other positive, in the same manner 
as two metallic balls would. The evaporation of spirits of wine without 
decomposition, by the heat of two immersed conducting plates from a vol- 
taic battery, was also noticed, as evidence of “ conduction proper” by a 
fluid. Prof. Faraday, in conclusion, expressed his ignorance of the nature 
with respect to the special 





THE IRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
(rRom OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM. } 

May 31.—Although the principal works throughout the district have 

been standing still during the past week, owing to the men being engaged 


in the amusements of Whitsun-week, and there is comparatively very 
little to report of their operations, it is gratifying to hear from all sides 
that there is an improved tone amongst the merchants and manufacturers 
generally throughout the district. e have not had any more failures 
worth noticing, and the worst of those already announced being now 
known, a rather favourable re-action has set in, and confidence to some 
extent has been restored. The committee appointed to investigate the 
affairs of Messrs. Davies and Son have held meetings this week, and will 
be prepared to report on Monday next. In the interim, circulars have 
been issued to the creditors, soliciting their sanction to and approval of 
certain arrangements which it is deemed advisable to recommend. The 
mines and other property are in the possession of the Dudley and West 
Bromwich Bank, as security for a very large sum, and the committee are 
endeavouring to make some settlement with the bank directors, by which 
the property mo be made available for the whole of the creditors. The 
proposition to which-the assent of the creditors has been required is stated 
to be as follows—namely, to give the creditors to whom less than 500/. 
are due 10s. in the pound; and in case they accept the proposal, it is then 
intended to carry on the works for the benefit of the larger creditors. This 

roposition will in all probability be accepted, coming backed, as it will be, 
by the support of the committee, who are said to be creditors to the amount 
of about 40,0007. Relative to the effect of the above failure, the Stafford- 
shire Advertiser of Saturday last says :—‘ It may be mentioned as an il- 
lustration of the extent to which accommodation is required from the 
bankers, that many thousands of tons of pigs are now deposited as security 
for money so advanced to different firms.’ That such is the case there 
cannot be any doubt; nevertheless, as I have stated above, things have 
taken a favourable turn, and it is incredible the buoyancy which the for- 
tunate turn in the war has infused throughout all commercial classes in 
the provinces. We have fully participated in the animation of the London 
Stock and Share Markets, and it only requires a continuance of such fa- 
vourable intelligence to make us forget our recent depression. 

The General Trade of this town seems also likely to undergo a speedy 
improvement, The advices from America are much more favourable, and 
the letters by the Marchioness of Londonderry, from Sydney, are also more 
reassuring than any we have had for some time past—indeed, hopes are 
now confidently entertained of a speedy revival of trade in that quarter ; 
and if it should. take place, we are well aware of their capabilities to meet 
engagements. The men generally are playing this week, and the works 
are idle, with the exception of those engaged on what is termed Govern- 
ment work. 

The preparations for a continuous supply of arms and ammunition for 
the war are being carried on most extensively. At the works at Gospel 
Oak, unlimited orders have been received for cannon of the largest pos- 
sible calibre, and the hands are employed early and late in casting them. 
An immense quantity of shot and Shell is also being made at the same 

lace, and sent off weekly for the East. At the works of Mr. Perry, of 
Bilston, orders for auuad Geuead iron hospital and barrack bedsteads 
have been received, and seven or eight new ranges of shopping and fur- 
naces have been prepared to forward the work. There are about 300 sets 
turned out weekly from one part of the establishment, and a proportionate 
number for the other parts, The barrack bedsteads are of the lightest 
possible construction, and put together in such a manner as to enable them 
to be removed daily with the greatest ease. Iron couches for the con- 
veyance of sick and wounded men are also being made in great numbers, 
and also iron legs, of a new pattern, for camp and barrack tables. They 
are so designed as to fit with exactness the wooden tops; and, like the 
bedsteads, the table can be taken asunderinstantly. If we can form any 
idea of the hopes of peace entertained by the Government from the pre- 
parations for war now being carried on throughout this country, we must 
say they appear very slender indeed. 

Amongst the most interesting meetings of the week may be noticed one 
held at Dudley, on Tuesday last, for the distribution of the iron and coal 
masters’ prizes, awarded at the recent examination of the schools on the 
east side of the above town, and which are producing the most satisfac- 
tory results in that locality. Amongst the gentlemen present on the in- 
teresting occasion were Sir Stafford ft Northcote, M.P. for Dudley, who 
presided as chairman, R. Smith, E. F. Smith, C. Cartwright, A. B. Coch- 
rane, and H, M. Wainwright, Esqrs., and several clergymen. The hon. 
chairman addressed the meeting on the advantages of education, and 
stated the gratifying fact that the number of competitors for the prizes 
had greatly increased. Exclusive of the ordinary course of education 

ursued in the schools, the boys were well instructed in the history of the 
iron trade of the district, and interesting statistics, which cannot fail to 
be useful to them in future. The first prize on the present occasion was 
taken by the son of a collier. 


Amongst a variety of patents recently taken out are the following, 
which passed through Mr, Shaw’s office: —Mr. William Kloen, of Bir- 
mingham, has during the past week specified his patent for a new or im- 
proved method of ornamenting and attaching labels, cards, window and 
other bills. This invention consists in ornamenting labels, cards, and bills 
by framing them, in metallic frames, or by attaching metallic ornaments 
thereto. A plate, or sheet of metal, perforated at the middle, and some- 
what larger than the card, label, or bill to be framed, is placed upon the 
card or bill, and the outer edge or frame of the perforated plate of 1 metal 
is turned over the edge, and on the back of the label or bill, by which 
means the metallic frame is secured to the card or bill. That part of the 
frame which is situated in front of the card or bill may be ornamented in 
any desired manner; and when the card or bill has to be attached to any- 
thing, holes may be made at the corners, or at such other places as may 
be deemed convenient, for passing nails or threads through, for the pur- 
pose of attaching them to a wall, garment, or other article. The inventor 
also ornaments cards, labels, or bills, by attaching metallic ornaments or 
inscriptions at the middle and corners thereof. Cards, labels, and bills, 
ornamented according to this invention, are applicable, among other pur- 
poses, for show cards, window cards, direction cards, railway tickets, 
address cards; applicable to coats, rugs, hats, caps, bags, and to drapery 
and hosiery goods, 








IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 
May 31.—Whitsuntide holidays have interfered materially, as they al- 
ways do, with the business operations of the week; and the various attrac- 
tive excursions and amusements have been well patronised. The active 


operations of the allies in the Crimea have given increased confidence to 
merchants, but there is no improvement of a decisive nature to report in 
the iron ‘trade of Yorkshire or Derbyshire. The makers of the best de- 
scriptions of iron continue to be busily employed, in consequence of the 
steady’demand for iron for railway purposes; and, indeed, all the works in 
Yorkshire‘and Derbyshire are tolerably well employed, although at great] 
reduced prices; for, in consequence of the increased production in Staf. 
fordshire during the last two years, the “make” has been stimulated to 
an extraordinary degree, and now that a falling off in demand occurs, 
there appears to be no limit to the prices at which iron is offered. To so 
serious an extent has this underselling proceeded, that the principal house 
in the north of England has reduced the make of iron fully one-half, until 
better prices can be realised. The stocks of iron in the hands of mer- 
chants are pay very light, and they have been compelled recently to 
give out considerable specifications, finding there was but little prospect 
of lower prices being obtained. 

The Scotch Pig-iron market has received a t impetus from the easy 
state of the money market, and speculation, tere ripe at Glasgow, has 
made a most rapid upward movement in the trade, from which we may 
reasonably expect a speedy decline. The advance has been about 7s. 6d. 
per ton during the month of May, and this in the face of a general con- 
traction of trade. 

The Coal Trade continues as dull as it has done during the whole of the 
present year, and we are surprised at the suicidal policy of the coal 
masters and miners, who will be convinced only by the competition of 
foreign nations of the ruinous character of their course of action. 

A bill having been brought into Parliament for the purpose of rendering 
the metallic mines in England liable to the payment of the poors’ rate, 
a great assemblage of persons interested in the welfare of the miners of 
the Peak of Derbyshire took place in the Town-hall, at Bakewell, on Mon- 


Some hundreds, amongst whom were many of the most influential pro. 
prietors, remained in the vicinity of the Court-house, not being awary 
that the meeting was adjourned to the Town-hall. Mr. Burgoyne was 
unanimously called to the chair. The following resolutions were agree 
to at the meeting :—* That it is very desirable, under the existing diff. 
culties and depression attendant on British mining, that the mines shoul; 
continue to be exempt from any liabilities to the payment of the poory 
rate; but that, under any circumstances, those rates could only be jm. 
posed on dividends and dues, which, in mining, are the only evidence of 
rateable value.” —“ That, in order that the miners of Derbyshire may be. 
come acquainted with the merits of the bill, it is desirable that the Mem. 
bers of the Northern Divisien be requested to communicate with the com. 
mittee, and to forward to them copies of the said bill.’””"—*t That the Hop. 
G. H. Cavendish, M.P., and W. P. Thornhill, Esq., M.P., be requested ty 
forward copies of the bill to the committee ; also that the representative 
for the division be requested, if possible, to postpone, and, if n 

to oppose the bill.”’ The arguments adduced by the chairman against the 
measure were briefly as follows: That English mines at this period wers

The chairman asked what sort of policy had brought about this competi. 
tion, and deprived us of that hod ot capital that ought to have been em. 
ployed at home in the development of the resources of our own land,— 
the policy was ight dues and permanent possession of mining setts, leases 
being never contemplated. In Derbyshire, our dues were 1-13th on all 
ores raised, whether the mine was paying its way or not. In Germany, 
the dues were 5 per cent. on the absolute profits only, with timber one-third 
the price of English, with an interminable title. In Spain, the dues were 
only 3 per cent. on profits, and no additional burthens whatever, The 
chairman had examined some of the mines of these countries; and when 
he considered the favourable terms, the natural wealth, and other advan. 
tages, with the poor mines of England, and the disposition evinced to 
screw them out of existence by great imposts, he could only speak for 
himself in saying, that should the present attempt at the infliction of an 
additional tax succeed, he should not be disposed to operate further in 
a poe mining. If the object to be attained by this bill be the extension 
and equalising of the poors’ rate, a more legitimate means of accomplish- 
ing the object would be to levy a rate of 6d. per acre on the eight mil- 
lions of uncultivated land in Great Britain, which would not only accom. 
pilsh the object in view, but might induce cultivation, and thus prevent 
the export of gold for grain; would give employment to the unemployed, 
would drain off the damps and fogs from these wastes, and, instead of 
giving dissatisfaction to our colonies by the introduction of convict labour, 
at an immense cost to the nation, the inviting scene of action for such a 
class, without the cost of transportation, would be at home, and the moral 
effect produced would be in a twofold degree. Therefore, instead of the 
illegitimate mode of equalising taxation as attempted by this bill, the 
chairman suggested that the amount sought for would be more justly 
realised by the means proposed. Mr. Baker thought that if Government 
consented to tax the mines at all, in opposition to the feelings of the 
country, that the rates, in justice, should be confined to the dues. After 
a few casual remarks from Mr. Young, and an explanation by Mr. Ben- 
nett, respecting the measure and its originators, the meeting separated, 
with a vote of thanks to the chairman,

MPORTANT DECISION RESPECTING THE LLANGENN ECH 
COAL UNDER THE SMOKE NUISANCE ACT.—An information was exhi- 
bited against Mr. Fleming, Brewery, Camberwell-green, at the Lambeth Poliee Court, 
on the 12th February, 1855, for not having applied an apparatus for the consum 2 
of smoke to the furnaces of his copper and steam-engine. > CP? 
Subsequently to the examination of his furnaces by the Government inspector he 
abandoned the use of the ordinary North Country, and adopted that of the Llangen- 
nech Coal; since which, it was admitted by the police inspectors, no smoke had 
been observzbie. 
It was not denied by Mr. Fleming that smoke had issued from the premises during 
the time the ordinary steam coals of the North were in use; but it was asserted by 
one of the inspectors, who visited the premises, that the Act of Parliament rc quired 
an alteration in the construction of the furnace, so as to consume the smoke, note 
withstanding the use of a coal which was itself smokeless. That question was argued 
before Mr. Elliott, the police magistrate, and the following report, and the decision 
thereon, appeared in the daily papers the next day :— - 
Mr. Parry, counsel for the defendant, drew the magistrate’s attention toa clause 
in the Act of Parliament, which stated that all furnaces at present in use, and here- 
after to be used, must be so constructed as to consume their own smoke ; and ob-
